Azalea  fertilizer  to  be  used  should  be  a  small  amount 
of  cottonseed  meal  and  some  well  decayed  stable  manure. 
Plant  in  a  well  drained  soil,  not  a  place  where  water  stands 
after  a  wet  season.  Plant  in  sun  or  part  shade,  never  m  a 
very  deep  shade.
